Constitution of the State of Nevaca,

RESOLVED, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitu'ien of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shall be as follows: 

ARTICLE XVIII. —The rights of suffrage and 
ofhce holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States. by reason 
of his color or previous condition of servitude.
